running two years fro m o ne extreme to 
the o ther. This is bro ught abo ut large­ 
ly by the fact that the amo unt o f 
breeding at a given time is mainly de­ 
termined by 
Die pro fits made fro m 
ho gs during the preceding year, which 
depend o n the ratio between the price* [ 
of corn and the price of ho gs. 
If’ j 
those ups and do wns are to be elim­ 
inated, hog breeding must be based o n 
a so under view of pro bable future co n­ 
ditio ns than can be obtained merely 
fro m the memory of past profits. 


Study Fluctuations. 


So say economists of the Depa rtment 
of Agriculture who have Investigated 
fluctuations 
In hog production from 
1871 to 1015. 
These detailed studies 
were made by I>r. Sewull Wright, of 
lie animal husbandry division, bureau 
of animal industry, and are part of a 
pro gram of studies dealing with meat 
mimnls initiated some time ago under 
he general supervision of E. W. Sheets, 
issi-ta nt chief of the division. 
The 
period mentioned, 1871 to 1015, \v; 
c|io.;en for study beca use the aim wa s 
to find out what relations exist be-, 
tween ho g production and prices and 
the coin situa tion in normal times 
Since the World wa r disturbed normal 
conditions, the wa r period wa s left out 
of the reckoning. 
The close connec­ 
tion between corn prices and hog pro­ 
duction is due. o f course, to the fact 
that about 85 percen t of the corn crop 
is consumed by live stock and is the 
principal element in the cost of pro­ 
ducing hogs. 
Altog ether about 40 per 
cent of the total corn crop is consumed 
by hogs. 
It ha s been found that hog breeding 
reaches its ma ximum from ha lf a year* 
to a year after hog prices touch their 
peak in relation to corn prices, and be­ 
gin to decline. 
This belated action by 
the breeders produces a surplus o f 
ho gs a year o r more later, by which 
time the ho g-co rn ratio is usua lly at 
>r near its lo w po int. 
On the o ther 
band, breeding do es no t reach its lo w 
po int until 
s o m e time after the ho g- 
•o rn price ratio has begun 
to rise 
tgain. 
There is co nsequently a swim’ 
to underpro ductio n.

Knowledg e 
o f the ‘o mmer weight o f ho gs co uld 
thus have affo rded a means o f predict 
'nr po rk pro ductio n and winter sla ug h­ 
tering fo r the next year o r mo re. 
Pro ­ 
ductio n, in fact, was mo re clo sely co r­ 
related with preceding summer weights 
end co rn prices than with any o f the 
o t h e r facto rs co nsidered. 
W inter live 
weight, o n the o ther hand, was deter­ 
mined largely by the preceding

cr o p, and 
only 
seconda rily 
by

year. 
Here Is the way the department sum 
murizes its study o f the effect o f tie* 
ho g-co rn ratio o n future ho g prices. 
Sea sona l slaughter is determined in

by tendencies to ward co ncentratio n In 
rhe summer seaso n in which prices are 
high at the expense o f the winter sea­ 
so n, whenever the co rn supply permits 
this to be do ne.

slaughter in the summer after if was 
raised.

Study Fluctuations. 
So say economists of the D epartm ent

These detailed studies 
were m ade by Dr. Sewall Wright, of 
the animal husbandry division, bureau 
of anim al Industry, and are part of a 
program of studies dealing with m eat 
tnlmals Initiated some tim e ago under 
he general supervision of E. W. Sheets, 
assistant chief of the division. 
The 
period mentioned, 1871 to 1015, w: 
chosen fo r study because the airn w as 
to find out w hat relations e^lst be­ 
tween hog production and prices and 
t'*e corn situation in normal times 
Since tile W orld w ar disturbed normal 
conditions, the w a r period was left out 
of the reckoning. 
T he close connec­ 
tion betw een ct.rn prices and hog pro­ 
duction is due, of course, to the blet 
that about 85 p e r c e n t of the corn crop 
is consumed by live stock and is the 
principal elem ent in the cost of pro­ 
ducing hogs.

A h ouse p lant grow» toward th e 
ligh t, and if th e p ots are turned about 
so th at th e leav es face away from th e 
window, it takes only a day or two for 
th em to screw th emselv es around one? 
more into nearly th eir old p ositions. 
if now one looks carefully for th e 
joints wh ere th is bending Is done, h e 
sees at onee^p at nearly all stalks h av e 
two. At th e bottom of each leaf stalk, 
wh ere it joins th e twig, th ere is a 
sp ot of soft, brigh t green tissue, wh icli 
is one joint. 
Th en, at th e oth er end 
of th e stalk, wh ere it Joins th e leaf, 
th ere is likely to be still anoth er. One 
sees th is easily in th e bean. 
Th e leaf, 
as a wh ole, h as one of th ese joints be­ 
tween leaf stalk and stem. 
Th en each 
of th e th ree leaflets h as one oft its 
own, between itself and th e common 
leaf stalk. 
So, too, th e th ree leaflets 
of th e clov er mov e, each by itself, by 
means of such a joint. 
Curiously , h owev er, as h as been dis­ 
cov ered only lately , th ese brigh t green 
sp ots are not simp ly th e joints of th e 
leaf; th ey are also its ey es. 
It lias 
been found th at if th e sp ots are cov ­ 
ered with black p ap er, th e p lant be­ 
comes blind, so th at It no longer furr.s 
its leav es toward th e ligh t. 
But, if 
th e rest of th e leaf, and its stalk arc 
cov ered, and only th e joints left ex 
p osed, th en th e leav es turn as usual. 
Moreov er, not only ligh t, but also p in­ 
p ricks, acids, electric sh ocks and h eat, 
ap p lied at th ese Joints, will cause th e

Light Unless Blinded 
A house plant grow* toward the 
light, and lf the pots are turned shout 
so that the leaves face away from the 
window, it takes only a day or two for 
them to screw themselves around once 
j more into nearly their old positions. 
If now one looks carefully for the 
I Joints where this bending is done, he 
sees ut once^Utat nearly all stalks have 
{ two. At the bottom of each leaf stalk. 
where it Joins the twig, there is a 
spot of soft, bright green tissue, which 
is one Joint. 
Then, at the other end 
of the stalk, where it Joins the leaf. 
there is likely to he still another. One 
sees this easily in the bean. The leaf, 
as a whole, has one of these Joints be­ 
tween leaf stalk and stem. Then each 
of the three leaflets has one oft Its 
own, between itself and the common 
leaf stalk. 
So, too, the three leaflets 
of the clover move, each by Itself, by 
means of such a joint. 
Curiously, however, as has been dis 
covered only lately, these bright green 
spots are not simply the joints of the 
leaf; they are also Its eyes. 
It has 
j been found that lf the spots are coy 
ered with black paper, the plant he- 
j comes blind, so that it no longer turns 
i its leaves toward the light. 
But, if 
the rest of the leaf, and Its stalk ore 
J covered, and only the joints left ex 
posed, then the leaves turn as usual. 
Moreover, nor only light, but also pin* 
pricks, acids, electric shocks and heat, 
applied at these Joints, will cause the 
leaf to move.—St. Nicholas Magazine
